The Report not, only does not indicate how lour your pictures were kept but, 
unless I am entirely mistaken, does not indicate that they wore kept at all, I am 
confident this was not aslced of you in your examination* 

You do not hove to assure me that you authorized no alterations. The entire 
character of your testimony, I think , mates your good intentions quia clear. At the 
same time, thoro is no doubt in my mind at all - alterations were made, end this is 
ell of my interest in your pictures that are in evidence. 

So far aa your other pictures are concerned, 1 do not believe you have to 
go to the trouble and expense of copyrighting them before making 1h ora available 
to mo, for I with this letter ossuro you I will make no use of them without your 
permission end will, if I find anything of interest in them, ^3Xt pay you for 
that one-time use, in the analysis, which retains for you all tho rights oi owner- 
ship. May I also suggest to you shot because of my knowledge of this subject, I may 
see in them what you do not or do not recognize* If I do, I wilt so tell you. 1 would 
also like to know if these other pictures were examined by the government. 

in your set of 12, as printed by the Commission, 1 hove already seen things 
you do not r-port in your descriptive sheet end they are credited to you in jnux 
my book, which refers to them. I suggest to you, «*r. Hillis, that the real impor- 
tance of your pictures is unknown to you, and I furtho promise, -.hen have com- 
pleted oil of my work, to inform you of it. 

V?kHe I would like Vary much to so' those you did not include in your set, 

I would also, in your own interest, suggest to you that you not leave out of your 
possession and control the film you have. If you con see your way cl a to let me 
examine s set of prints of them, I have already given you the assurances above and 
will make any others you desire. 

I would also like to k ow, for purposes of this analysis, when you were 
aue 3 tioned about your observations os on eyewitness and about your pictures, prior 
to your testimony, and whether the daughter not at the hearing with you wes ever 
questioned or asked to give her onservations in a statement. 

You do not have to explain what burdens these things involve, ‘“y own day is 
sometimes longer than 40 hours and is never less than 18-20. but I hope th t in 
the interest of history and accuracy, as well as your own intere t, you can sup ly 
this further information and the op ortunity to examine the unpublished pictures. 
Incidently, do you know of any others* I have heard of a movie marketed under .no 
name of DCA, in Dallas. Gan you refer -me to them so I con buy a copy oi .heir film/ 
And any othora#
